At ils mecting in Columbia last
Thurday the State Damooratic Kxsou-
tive Committee requested Senstor Mo-
Laurin to resign his seat in the United
State Seoate. Tho matter was brought
np by Mr. Magill who «flerad the fol-
lowing reselutions:

sama shall havy been regularly chenged
by the convention of tho party.

Mr. App:lt said ha had no special
objections.to these resolutions, hnt he

ocu'd ee3 no nosessity for this. The
rules sct forth the pledge  Ther» was
no need now for additional pledges Ho

told of the astion of the last State con
vention. Sepator Tillman had teld him
then that there was no peoessity to put
in the natioval Democracy. While &e
diffored with some friends ha was not
going out of the party. He would sup
port any piatform the Stale or pational
Doemooratie party might maks, bny he
wou!d uctil then urge his own ideas.

TRUTH ABOUT CUBA.

What Gen. Wood Thinks of the
Island and its Perple,

SOME INTERESTINQ FACTS.

He Says the Cubans Are Llko
Most Othar Peopls, No
Batter, Nor Any Worse
Than Others,

The current number of The Outlook
oontairs an interview with (3an. Leon.
ard Wood, governor general of Cuba,
which is very interssting. It was re
ported for that journsl by Klwsrd

Marshall, the Amorican war corres-
pondsnt who was 80 badly woundad in
the battle of Las Guasimas, and was
transcribed for Gon. Wood and ap
proved by him before publication. Gan.
Wood begins by deolaring that ** Ameri-
oan writers have written as if we plant-
ed brains in virgin eoil when we enter-
ed into Cuba, as if the first bright
flicker of honesty had lighted upthe is
land whon our flsg went up, as if intelli
gence had been unknown there before
we bovght it with us. All this is
wrong." Please observe that it is the
president's very cluse friend, the head
of the Amerioan administration in
Cuba, who says this. Surcly he has
no incentive to make a s!atement min-
im'zing the influnence of his own labors.
Gan. Wood ocontioues:

After the war was over Cuba was of
course praotivally in a state of chaos.
A man may be ill without beingan idiot
and when ho is ill he requires the ser-
vices of a physician, and perhaps of
nurses; he may evon becomo helpless
for & timo without reflsoticg on his
ncrmal ability to care for himself and
work for others. So it was with Unba.
Torn and racked by war, disorganiz:d,
ditmayed, disheartened Ly years of
oonfliot—she was ill when by the act of
the Amerioan occupation we ocame to
help her. It would be folly to say that
she is wholly recovercd. There are many
lingering cffects of the trouble through
which she had passed, but with her in-
oreas ing health she will throw them off
as easily as wo threw off those which fol
lowed our War of the Rebellion.

I feel no more concern about the fu
ture of this island thap I feel about the
future of my native State. Its resources
are 80 vast and splendid that pros-
perity is sure to come. I[ts merchants
and planters are intolligent and ener-
getio, and under the oconditions of
peace and industry whioh have come
to them sinoa the olose of the war they
will hasten the advance of that pros-
perity,

This is well said, and it is trde, Cuba
was orippled because of the wounds,
not the vices, of her people.

Gen. Wood declined to discuss the
politios of Cuba, saying that there was
“'good and bad in Cuban politics" as
there was “‘good and bad in the poli-
tios of any country. When people cry
out that there are dichonest men in
politics in Cuaba,” he added, *'I wonder
if they ever recall to mind the faoct
that there have been dishonest men in
politics at howe.” A home thrut, in
deed, but it has been made before wi:h-
out closing the mouths of Cuba's cager
oensors. Gen. Wood gavo this attrae-
tive summary of the nstural resources
of Cuba, resources certain to induce a
great immigration, a great investment
of capital and a great prosperity:

No houte will stand without founda
tions, no countay csn he prosperous
unless that prosperity is built upon the
God-given resonrces of fertility and

riciness in the actual esarth which
forms it. Take Cubs, province by
proviosee. What State in cur own land

shows & greater variely or a greater
woslih of posaibilities.

Santiago proviooe perhaps offers the
greatest opportunity of development in
minoes, in coffee, in cacso. Iu this ope
provinoe aloge there ere immense ua-
developed arems of the fine:t sugar-
land and enongh mageificent land un-
planted to equal the present total out-
pat of the island. Fine forests of val-
usble timber, consisting largely of
splendid native hard woods, including
wuch mahogany, have never known
the sx and are onoly waiting fo: de-
velopwent to become a great source of
weslth,  But Santiago’s greatest riches
are mineral; its vast deposits of oxide
of mapgazcese and high grade iron-ore
arg as rich as any in the world, Thera
are mountains almest made of iron
whioh will run 60 per cont, Lo the ton
when semelted. Loss is known about
copper in the provinee, but I known
encugh to freely siste that enormous
doposits exist thore. Boasidos this,
Santiago provinee in general is good
farming land’ aod offers magnificent
agricultural opportunitics to settlers,
It cacnot he said that aay part of Cuba
has been throughly developed; indeed
the island may bo oalled a brand new
country. OF all the provinces Santiago
probably holds the most of the unde
veloped wealth, ite greatest rescurces
boing mineral.

Puerto Principe is & good cattle ¢yun-
try. Taers is also wuch fine timber
stsnding in  its southern part, and
much entirely undeveloped wealth ip
the way of copper and iron ores. As-
phalt is another sourco of riches in this
provinocoe. Much of this asphalt is so
fioe that it is used not for paying but
for the manufacture of varnishes, The
asphalt has not yet been tried for pav-
ing, but will bo in Habsps. Tremen-
dous deposits of asphalt, indeed, exist
in many parta of the island, snd there
are probably many which hava not
boen discovered. There are parts of
Cuba, smasll as the island is, whioh
have not oven been prospected. As
a watter of fmots there is sotually room
on this island for the explorer, and
many surprises lie in wait for coming
gonerations.

The oastern end of Santa Clars prov-
inoe is mado up of rich tobaceo, coffee,
and grazing oountry. The middle of
the province and its western end ocon-
sist of fine sngar lands. Muoh of this
provinoe is entirely undevoloped.

Matanzas and Habapa provinces sre
aagar lands with splendid tobaceo plan
tations in western Habans, [ noed

make 80 ocomment on the quality of |

these tobaoco lands, Habans ocigars
aud Cubau tobscoo are koown and
worsbipped from one end of the smok-
ing world to the other, Habana comes

vearer to being fully developed than
any other provinee.

The province of Pinar del Rio is very
largely undeveloped. Its riches consist
principally st present of fine tobaceco
'and, and probably much of the unds-
veloped oouniry many in the fature be
successially uscd for sugar oulture.

Kven the little Iele of Pines holds
millions of dollars of undeveloped
waoalth in the way of marble avd iron.
Its timber bas been pretty well out.
merely beoausc its small size and the
fmot that vessels oculd easily reach it
made transportion ~ comparatively
easy. Bewweoa the Isle of ll;ilus and
the mainiand are famous sponge fish-
erios, and on the island in many places
are fine mineral eprings, which wher
investigated wiil doubtiess prove to be
of great medicinal value. This makes
it possible that the island will some
day beceome an imporiant health re-
sort, although that of course is still
a lonE way off.

_When asked whether he would ad-
vise yung Americans to look for op-
portupities in Cuba, Gen. Wood an-
swored: “'O7 course. Whero else in so
comparatively small an ares within
such easy acsess of of the markets of
the world ocan any suoch range of un-
developed wealth bo found? I have
the most unbounded faith in Quba, If
I wore a miilionaire looking for invest-
ment I certainly should bring my money
here, knowing what I know of Caba's
dormant wealth.”

Interrogated about the people of
Cuba, Gen. Wood replied:

Lam glad to havea chance tosay that
with evary day I hiave been in Cuba my
admiration for the Cubans has increas-
ed. The Cubans have their faults, but
they hava no more than the average
run of plain humsnity, and it must ba
remembered that they hava labored un-
der many disadvantsges. TIhe Spani
ards on the island are as fino a olass of
people as I ever knew. They are hon-
est, industricus, and as faithfulin their
dcvotion to the island as 1f no war with
Spain hsd ever happened. Theo word
of the average Spanish merchant is as
good as his bond. I have heard almost
no complaint about sharp dealing
among Spanish merchants. The native
Cubau is a good farmer, whether as the
owner and manager of a plantation oras
worker on it. ost of the professional
men 10 Cuba also are native Cubans,
and many of them are of at ability.
The Cuban physicians and lawyers are,
a3 a rule, good men; these are the great
eloments of strength in the population.
The clement of woakness is the drift-
ing population of the towns. This ele-
ment—whioch offersa serious problem—
is a ditect and natural oatcome of the
loeg war with Spain; it will gradually
climinate itcelfl, howover in ail prob-
ability. So far as morals go, the pop-

ulation here will average up about as
other populations average, f uppose.
I will eay this emphaticslly; the aver-

sge of crimes agsinst proporty and
against person is much smaller than
we have soy right to expeot in the oir-
cumstanc.s. After the war there were
many bandits io the country; they have
disappeared. Thero were bandits in
our own country after our Civil War "

The correspondent here diverges to
cote the outcome of a sensational let-
ter from the head of the Cuban cigar
trust indicating that the tobacco region
was overrun with bandits. Inquiry
by the American cfficials proved that
this alarmist letter was based on a
sheer invention; that thore were no
banditti whatever. Oa this point Gen.
Wood said: ‘'There is no more need
for tha iravelerin Cuba to fear violence
than thers is need for & man tc expsot
agsassinstion on the most quiet and
peaceful street of the calmest village in
the UTnited States. 1 should not hesi-
tate”'—this with emphasis—*‘to put my
wife and  baby into s volante (1 two-
wheeled esrriage peculisr to the coon-
try distriets) with only the driver, and
he unarmed, and send them over any
road in Caba. They might drive from
here to Bantisgo in thia way without
giving mo on: qialm of fear that they
would be molested by robbers or other
lawless perscos.” Could there be
strooger testimony than this?

Gen. Wood expressed himself as sur-
prised to ceo in Amoerican papers con-
stant reports of Caban hoatility toward
the United States and pronounced them
“‘eortainly not true.” **Wehave done,"
said, “‘all that we could do to meet any
jast and reasonable demands of the
Uuban people, and they have certainly
dooe a great deal to show their appre-
ciation of what we have done.”

It was predicted by the governor gen-
eral that if the commerocial and agri-
oultural elements of Cuba would enter
the sirugele of polities and acospt office
a good government could be formed.
He believed in and had advised, he
said, the reduction of duties by the
[nited States on Cubsn sugar and to-
bacco, and the Cubans would be more
than willing to give corresponding and
compenssting redaoctions on Amerioan
produts, affording to the United States
‘‘a magnifioent market for almost all
manufactured goods, and for tho sugar
mashinery.”

[t was pointed out by Gen. Wood
that the Cuban muniocipalities were be-
ing as3isted, but assisted out of Cuban
funda drawn from ocustoms and inter-
nal revenue taxos, ‘*All of tho expenses
of the llaited Statea troops, as to the
bailding of cimps and barracks and
the cost of sanitary vork of the whole
island has also been paid from the
Cuaban funds.” Thisisa fact that is
hard to get into the heads of some of
our imperialists; they cherish the the-
ory that the [/nited States is paying
out money for Cuba's rehabilitation. —
The Statae.

No Negroes Wanted.

The 300 negroes imported from Ala-
bama for work in the Latrobe Steal and
Conpler works at Belleville, Ill., and
whoee arrival in that suburb has oreated
serious alarm and threats of trouble,
after spending the night on the train
within a few miles of their destination
were ewitched to LaGrange early
I'hursday and the train held to await
developments. A mob of white strik-
crg was waiting for them to land. The
negroos were finally sent back south.

If thers is anything which can be
oonsidered as preeminently important
to tho fsrmer it is good roads. The ocost
of bad ones, in the loss of time, the in-
juring of siock, the wear and tear on ve-
hicles and harness is something enor-
mous, not to speak of the worry ocoa-
#ioned by haaling light loads with groat
difficulty through deep mud.
